The trial of Harrison Alexander, 
colored, charged with criminal as- 
sault on Mrs. Florence Whitehouse, 
was completed at Greenville Mon- 
day night at a special term of circuit 
court. The trial was begun Satur- 
day and was attended by large 
crowds both days. The case reached 
the jury at 4:30 in the afternoon, 
who, in twenty minutes, returned a 
verdict of guilty and on the first 
ballot fixed the punishment at death. 
Judge W. P. Sandridge pronounced 
sentence and named Sept. 21 as the 
day of execution. 

Alexander was brought back to 
the jail here by Co. D. at 6 a. m. 
Tuesday. He is apparently indif- 
ferent as to his fate, saying he 'had 
as soon be hanged now as a month 
hence. 

He is a boy about 17 years old and 
after conviction made a confession 
implicating another negro in the 
crime.

The Lawhern-Sapp Sensation 
Started Again at Hawes- 
ville. 



Lima, Peru, Aug. 21.— There was 
another heavy earthquake shock at 
Valparaiso last night. 

According to the latest reports re- 
ceived here from the scene of the 
earthquake, the town Quillota, situ- 
ated about twenty-six miles from 
Valparaiso and having a population 
of some 10,000 souls, has been com- 
pletely destroyed. 

At Lima this morning there was a 
slight shock, and Huacho was shaken 
by an earthquake yesterday. 

Valparaiso, Aug. 22.— The greatest 
damage occurred in the provinces of 
Valparaiso and Aconcagua. The 
town of Abarca suffered severely. 
Llai Llai is reported to have entirely 
disappeared, and Limache and Hierro 
Viejo have been almost totally 
wrecked. At Vina del Mar, three- 
quarters of the houses are in ruins. 
The losses in the entire country are 
estimated at $50,000,000. 

Slight earthquake shocks are con- 
tinuing. The people have not yet 
returned to their homes, but are 
sleeping on the surrounding hills and 
in the streets and squares. The fires 
have all been extinguished. More 
than 100 men taken in the act of 
committing robberies have been 
shot. 

. Fully 2,00(1 persons lost their lives 
as a result of the earthquake shocks 
and fires at Valparaiso, 170 at Lim- 
ache, forty at Quillota, thirty-five at 
Conchilli, eleven at Petaro, ninety at 
La Placilla and six at La Calera.

The Movement for Anti- 
Fraud Laws. 

There is to-day, all over our coun- 
try, a decided movement toward the 
enactment of laws that will protect 
consumers against substitution and 
adulteration. 

Many states now have very string- 
ent pure food laws, and a national 
pure food law is to go into effect all 
over the United States on January 
1, 1907. 

New York State has also a law 
prohibiting the stamping of cotton 
as linen, and a law compelling all 
silver sold as sterling to be 925-1000 
fine. 

Other states have other laws along 
the same lines. 

North Dakota has taken the lead 
in enacting a law for the protection 
of property owners against a very 
common and serious kind of fraud- 
the selling of adulterated paints con- 
taining ingredients worthless or 
worse than worthless. 

The law passed by the North Da- 
kota legislature compels all makers 
of adulterated paints to label their 
kegs with the exact ingredients of 
their paints. 

Pure-white-Iead-and-linseed-oil is 
accepted as the standard paint by 
the law-makers, just as it is by 
paint authorities everywhere.
